An old niariher,' bemg'witli the wri 
tsr last summer within sound of the 
new whiatling-bouy off tho harbor of 
old Plymouth remarked as follows up- 
on such , buoys and upon the,fubre elabo- 
rate sirens. 

"In case of the so-called whistlers — 
but they are howlers not whiKllera — a 
double.cone liuoy ia prolonged into tl e 
water into a long, hollow cylinder. On 
llie.apex, above water, are a whistlo 
and a valve. When the bugy ,ri«e8 out 
of the water by the action of the waves, 
the water recedes in tho cylinder, the 
valvo opens, and in rushes the air. 
Then the water submerges the buoy, 
und out rushes tho air against the whis- 
tle, with a groan that mukes old sailors 
.^bttdder;, though miles away. That's 
whiit'we' hear now, , though our buoy 
is outside the Gurnet, over live miles 
a\yuy, and tlie water i.s not, very rough. 

"Sirens cost eight thousand dolhirs 
apiece, and can be heard ten miles. 
Thev are vastly more elaborate than 
our sort of bony, (ind they grew out 
the need of warning ships of shoal wa- 
(er'iti thick Wcathe^. A boll would do 
that, but where two shoals are close to- 
gether, a bell on each would confuse 
the sailor, and one bell would not be 
loud enough to serve for iiiort^ than one 
shoal. It was necessary to make a blast 
that I'ould be beard above a hurricane 
which makes har|)..string8 of a ship's 
rigging, while, the w-aves are pounding 
the s|)ikeH out of her timbers. The 
warning must be heard so far out to 
sea that the eiiptiiin may have room 
to work- bis ve.ssitl. The iin eiitor huc- 
ceedetl admirably. A steam-engine 
compre.ssea the air in a lank from 
which a pipe leads up to a small, round 
J{lAte'^'f<."H'tal four iiiclies in diameter, 
having four perforations. ( )ii ( liii* plate 
one (-.xHetly like' it is revolved ra|)i:lly 
by the engine. I'roni this a truiniJOt 
rises four feel, and bends fiver towards 
the sr-fi withia - large/ -'' ttaring (mouth. 
'I'he iiiierruiitod curront of air rushing 
out under pressuri' makes a noise that 
is Iprrify ing. It can only be compared 
to the wails and sobs, tlu^ yells and 
I bowls, of lost spirits. The iiioii wlm 
' Dpf/rale the in.'u hi nery have tu be given 
I bigli pav to keep them. Sailors hearing 
; a sirt'i, for the first time are .said tu 
believe th.aji'bhey.have got under the

TII£ STEALER EXPfiOSION 
NEAR IIOrVOKONG. 

Furllior I'jirliculiirs oftlio Di.s- 

T'ho Hongkong Pre^s of February 
'25tli has the following account of tho 
disaster that occurred the previous day: 
The Hongkong, Canton and ?ilacao 
Steamboat Oompnny's steamer Yntase, 
which had had her preliminary trial 
tri|)s, ])assed throngh the harbor ye.ster 
day about 1 o'clock on her way to Ma 
cao to resume her station on tho lino 
1>etween that port and C'anton. The ves- 
sid was in command of t^ipt. Holyland, 
and had on board as passuiigers .Mr. .1. 
S. Urewer, -Mr. J>. E. Caldwull, Mr. 
and .Mi.s. Kriiser-Smith. Mr. and Mrs. 
Htuart Smith, 'Mr. P. A. da Costa, Mr. 
(i. Pri'/Hll, and Messi-s. Scott and Pink- 
er of .the sDock Company. At orlU a- 
frightful explosion of ntie'of tlif lioiler.s 
took place, which blew away the whole 
of the after \v.i\% of the vefisel, including 
the afl i.'i- ileckhouse where the Captaian 
and passeugers were seated, with the 
result that the whole of them were hurl- 
ed irito the air, and of tho number of 
those named only- Captain ITdyland, 
Ml', and Mi-s. Krasor Smith, Mr. Hrcw- 
t;r and Mr. Caldwell were saved. The 
survivors were .saved bv clinibing out 
of the water upon the roof of tho after 
deekhonse, which had been prf'oi|)itateii 
some di.stance from the vessel, except 
.Mrs. Fraacr-Sniitli, who was rescued by 
■u'Portuguese sailor who liad found liis 
way into a boat. .-V iiiong the crew there 
was also a. large mortality, comprising 
.Mr. AYood.s, the chief enginirer, two 
stewards (Chinese), .11.^ lireiniin and one 
seaman. Two Chineic ti.shing jnnks bore 
(lore down to the scene of the disaster and 
picked U|i the 9nrviv(n'a and picked u|i the 
survivors, whom thuy' brought on to 
Hongkong, where they arrived at I0:o0 
o'clock lu-it night. Hefun; leaving the 
wreck two or three small naiivo boats 
wuru seen to go alongside the main por- 
tion of tho hull, which lay grounded with 
tlie roijf of the upper foro deck awash, 
and coniinuncud to pillage. The funnel 
was blown clean away, and the sea around 
was a iiia.ss of tloatiiig buhris. Mr. da Cos- 
ta was unconscious when rescued and died 
on board the junk at 7 o'clock.

that the court had no power to is.soe sub 
pteiia duces tecum, and that no such aub- 
|iiena bad i.ssueil troui ilio supreme court. 
.\ftora good deal of argument Mr.lrving, 
the Crown counsel, .said ho would apply 
lo the court of tjueens bench for an at- 
tachment against the witness. At Os- 
goode (lall in the afternoon Mr. Irving 
applied to Judge (Jalt for all order calling 
upon Mr. Dwight to show cause %vhy he 
»liould not be committed lor contempt for 
not producing the telegrani.s required. 
I udge Cialt expressed his opinion rather 
strongly that he had 110 power to compel 
the telegraph company to produce the 
telagrams. He also thought the applica- 
tion should be made to the full court, and 
Mr. Irving concluded to allow the matter 
lo stand until he had satisfied himself on 
ihev point. 

INVHEASEU SUBSIDY. 

On motion of Sir Leonard Tilley the 

house of commons has passed a resolution 
that "it is expedient to provide that in the 
iiccouiits between the several provinces 
and the Dominion the subsidy for each 
was increased by the .Act 20 N'lc, chap. 
;iO, as explained by .\ct ;'i7 \'ic. , chap, .j, 
shall bi! calculated and allowed to the pro- 
vinces respectively as if tlie siiid act had 
detn)tcd that mcreaaod yubsidics should be 
allowed from the coining into force of tho 
B. N. A. Act of 1807 as respects Dntario. 
Quebec, Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick, and as respects British Columbia, 
Manitoba and Prince Edward Island. from 
the day of their respective admission into 
tho Dominion; and the amount of each 
increase from the said periods respective- 
ly to.Iuly, 187;i, shall be deemed capital 
owing the said provinces respectively and 
bearing interest at 5 per cent, aa part of 
their .subsidies. This rearrangement will 
allow the old provinces an increased al- 
lowance for si.x years (18G7-7:>)as follows: 
For (Ontario, t;l,900,000; Quebec, §l,-'rjO,- 
()00;. Nova Scotia, .^MoO.OOO; New Uniiis- 
wfck, §;{50,000 ; P.ntisl) Columbia, for two 
years, §27,500; Manitoba, for three years, 
.•*I1,900; ui)on which capital they will re- 
ceive interest at the rate of 5 per cent, an- 
niiiilly. I'rince Kdward Island not coming 
iiito confederation until 1873 gets^iothing.

In round numbers the licrrnanent iii- 
voatmont stocks appearing on Mr. (iould's 
schedule were ;;80,tK)0 shares of Western 
Union Telegraph, 1 10, OdU shares of Mis- 
SOuri Pooifio, 140,000 shares of Wabash 
common and 00,000 of the jneforred, .")0, 
000 shares of Kansas and Texas, -40,000 
shares of Texas I'acillc and 70,000 shares 
of Krie. Tliere were a largo number of 
Binall lots of various stocks apparently 
only incidentally held. 

Besides his railroad shares Mr. fiould 
htilds five and a half millions of Wabash 
(reneral bonds. At yesterday's prices the 
value' of thfiHo securities is §40,405,000. 
Western Union and Missouri Pacilic pay 
dividends; the other stocks do not. 'i'he 
bonds also bear interest. Between them 
they yield him §1,140,000 a year. His 
interest in tho Union Trust Company and 
his loans are profitable to him. Tho World 
building, nominally owned by the West- 
ern Union Company, was built with liis 
money. In real estate, loans and mort- 
gatjes he has §,5,000,000 and S;3,C00,000 
more in lloating investment*!. His two 
residoacea ropreaont another 81,000,000 
alid his yacht §;)00,000. His wealth, as 
nearly a.s he can figure it. is 858,795,41;!, 
and his income §4,(140,011. Thus his 
fortune earns him $1'2,888,88 every day 
and $8 95 each minute.

Elis lonlship took his scat at 11 o'clock. 

Tltl'K Mil. US. 

The grand jury came into court with 
true hills against G. L. Miller for un- 
lawful possession, and Ah Kim for abus- 
ing a child. 

UNLAWFUL POS.S£SSI0N. 

Gilman Miller was placed at the bar, 
charged with having on the 'ilst February 
stolen four nuggets of gold and §'J0 in 
inoiiey tho property of H. C. Veomans, 
and also with being in possession of the 
.same . 

.-V jury were sworn with J. Nicholson 
as foroniun. 

The Deputy Attorney General address- 
ed the jury on the case. 

Mr. Wilson, of Davie it Wilson, ap 
peared for the defence. 

The prisoner was the steward on the 
Otter from the north on which there was 
a passenger named Yeomana wlio lost the 
nuggets and money. Mr. Yeoman.s when 
ho paid the purser, lost his key, and he 
called the attention of the prisoner to the 
fact. i\lr. Yeomans had shown the prisoner 
these nuggets, so that when he came in 
psssession of them ho must have known 
thorn, lie afterwards sold tho gold to 
Gare-sche, Creen A Co. The prisoner 
iMaddon who has pleaded guilty to re- 
ceiving, stated in the police court that in 
making up the bed with the steward they 
heard a rattle on tlie lloor and M;uUleii 
secured the nuggets and a watch, and 
prisoner ex[)re.ssed his regret, and they 
had a scutllo. They then liad a conver 
sation and priHoner offered iMaddeii §7 for 
the nuggets. I'risuiier tiiiidly offered 
Madden §4 and a p;ur of pants, which he 
took, Tlie luiLTgets wore viiuili §'J5 . 

Mr. McKlnian asked that he be iilluwed 
till the morning in the cases of Ah Kim 
aiidPesario for assault as he had only 
been lately instructed . 

His lonlship thought the ca.se was 
.simiile, and from hi.s experience of Mr. 
McKlnian, he tluniglit it scarcely iieces 
sary . 

Jlr. McElman said that i.inder the cir- 
cumstances he did not know if he ought 
not to throw up the cases. 

The Deputy .Mtorney General objected 
to the delay . 

His I irdship liiially ordered (lie cises 
lo stand over till lo" o'clock to-iuorrow. 
Ho thouglu, however, lliat the case of 
I 'psario might be gone on with. 

Olhcer Hough deposed that iMr. Yeo 
mans had left tho countiy. He was a 
morchnnt on tho Skeena and went e.ast. 

Mr. Wil.sonsaid the evideiue of Mr. 
^'eoniaiis hiiving left was not suttleieiil . 

Olhcer Hough said he was at his house 
and bade him good bye. 

iMr. \N ilson asked that Mr. Veomans' 
deposition be not admitted; he thought 
some teUgraphic or other communication 
with Yoemiins ought to have been shown . 

The Deputy Attorney ('lener.il snid he 
had had no such conunuiiication. 

Mr. Wilson said that all that was really 
known was that the man was absent -not; 
that he was absent from Canada ami if 
he WHS in the Dominion he should he pro- 
duced. 

His lordship said the best way was to 
hear the evidence, and he would allow 
Mr. Wilson all the benetit of his objection, 
with which h'e was inclined to coincide. 
The man would thus have an opportunity 
of clearing liis character, and llie court 
would have a better acquaintance with 
the case, and might change it.s opinion. 

The deputy attorney general aakcd that 
the point be decided now, and proposed 
to read some decisions. 

His lordship said this would only de- 
tain the jury, and at present he was not 
prepared to give a decision. He Wiuild 
admit the evidence. 

The deposition of H. C. Yeomans was 
then read. 

Officer Hough identified the nuggets. 

Witness arrested prisiuier and oHicer 
Shoppard arrested iMudden. 

John Nicliolles sworn and slati^l he was 
with (iaresclie, (ireeii & Co., and that he 
bought the gold produced for and 
some odd cents. 

Patrick Madden, sworn, ideiililied (lie 
gold and the watch, and stated liow he sidd i 
the nuggets to the prisoner, both agree 
ing if there was trouble they would 
each redeem the pioperty they kept. 

Tlio defence only called one witness 
Mr. .J. Lovett as to the character of the 
pn.soner. 

Mr. Wilson then addressed the jury at 
length chiefly to the effect that Madden, 
the prisoner's assistant was the real crim- 
inal. 

The deputy attorney general then ad- 
dressed the jury. 

His lordship in his charge was geiior- 
iiUy unfavorable to the prisoner. 

The jury then retired, after which I bo 
court adj.niriu-d. 

The grand jury bnuight in true bills 
against Edward Lemon, murder; Peter 
I'eaaro, a.iaault; Ry;iii, assault and rob- 
bery; liiclnird .lackson, unlawfully a.-^- 
.taultiug with agun; \\\ Kay, arson ; .1 iiii , 
a Port Rupert, assault; .\\\ Hong, unlaw- 
ful possession, and Jas. S. Keoiian , re- 
ceiving stolen property. 

AKTI'.ltNOdN. 

The jury in the case of fl. L. Miller 
brought 111 a ver lii;t guilty on the sec- 
ond count (unlawful possession), 

Hi3 lordship asked Madden, now 
placed in the box, if he had anything to 
say against sentence biding passed on hiiu. 

Prisoner - N i)th ing . 

His lordship then aitdrcssed the prison- 
er, stating that valua'ole property whieh 
was found should not be appropriated, but 
that persons doing so were dishonest. The 
[irisoiier did not seem to be a very mis- 
oliicvouB thief and he thmight that six 
uionlhs' iiiipriBOlimeiit would lie siiflicieiil 
for him. As for the other prisoner, Cil - 
man .^lillur, he would remand him uiiiil 
ho had considered theiioint raised hy his 
counsel, Mr. Wilson, as to tlu! admissibili- 
ty uf the deposition of Mr. Yeoinaiis. 
i.ahci:ny. 

Ah Hang was placed in tho dock cliarg- 
ed with having stolen 375 cigars on the 
2!)th of November, the property of Ty 

Yiuie, and being in unlawful possession of 
the same. 

A jury was sworn with Mr. Pairbrolhur 
as foreman. 

The deputy attorney-general addressed 
the jury. 

Mr. Mills apiieiircd for the defence. 

The prisoner was charged with stealing 
eight boxes of cigars diirini; the fire in 
November last about I a. m. He was 
seen by Officer Hewson going from (oiv 
eminent to Pandora street with tlieiii. He 
was told to take them buck from w here he 
got them and he went .villi the ofiicer to 
Ty Yiuie's. lie then said he got them 
from some of his friend.s in Cornioraiit 
street, but on being taken iIhuc his friends 
denied it. He then arrested him and took 
him to Ty Yune's who said tho cigars were 
bis. The officer then took the cigars and 
the prisoner to jiiil. 

A nninber of witnessea were also ex- 
aminvd. 



The case went to the jury, who brought 
in a verdict, of guilty. 

His lordahip sentenced tho prisoner to 
six mouths' imprisonment with hard la- 
bor. 

Mr. iMills moved an arrest of judgment 
on the plea that tho jury had brought in a 
verdict of guilty only, whereas there were 
two counts, one for .steiding and tho other 
for receiving. 

His lordship asked the foreman of tho 
jury on what count they found.the prison- 
er guilty. 

The foreman reported that they found 
him guilty of stealing. 

INIr. Mills objected to this on the ground 
that the jury had been discharged. 

Alt.SON. 

Ah Kee was placed in the dock charged 
with having on the 29th November at- 
tempted to set on fire the dwelling house 
of Ah Mow on Cormorant street by pouring 
coal oil on the ffoor and setting fire there- 
to with intent to injure the said .Vh Mow. 
A jury was sworn. 
The cr"Wii opened the case. 
Mr. Wilson appeared for the defence. 
The facts are that during the Chiueae fire 
iSIr. Aaronsoii, a tireiiiau, was taking the 
hosejdowii an alley way on Conuoranl 
street when he found the prisoner iu a 
house with a small coal oil can which he 
held inverted. There was onother larger 
can under the table; he had also a lighted 
caudle. The prisoner was arrested and 
taken to the man ho said ho got the oil 
from, but he denied knowing anything 
about it. A visit to the houst^ showed the 
coal oil on the tloor. The prisoner on his 
way to jail iHsaisted, and also on his being 
searched, when some liioifor matches were 
fouiui on him. 

Mr. Wilson then addressed the jury in 
the .irsoii case, contending that the pris- 
oner was iu the house fcu- a law ful nurpusc, 
that of saving property. 

His honor chargeil the jury to eU'ect 
there were two aspects of iho ca.se, and 
tho jury must decide between the story of 
the fireman and that of the prisoner, 
who a.iid he was saving property, and 
bolli of these might be ei|nally true. 

The jury, after rolinng a short lime, 
acipiitted tho prisoner.

[The grand jury came into court svith 
true bills against Wing Den, receiving 
stolen gond.s; .\b Cluing, larceny; Lim 
Sam, receiving goods; Siil-wlia-liin and

His hn-dship said that this aliiioal con- 
cludeil the hibors of the grand jury, who 
iiiiglii have to meet again to consiiler the 
new indictment against Sexton. 

Mr. Pearse, the foreman, said lliey 
would have to visit the jail, and opium 
dens and other [ilaces, snd make a preseiit- 
iiieiiL to his lordship. 

They then left tlie court. 

ItOHBRIiY KKO.M THK I'KUMO.V. 

.fas. Stewart Keenan was charged with 
stealing a watch on the 2(lth Dec. from 
.las. M . t i ihson. 

The prisoner pleaded not guilty. 
.\ jury was sworn and addressed, by 
counsel for the Crown.' 

Tho facts were, that Mr.UibHmi was 
walking down Broad street une night, 
when he met a crowd of men, and his 
watch was snatched from liim. It was 
afterwards pawned lo i\Ir. .\ . .\aronson 
for §.">, the value being §10 or §12, by a 
man named Sexton. Ofiicer Walker ar- 
rested the prisoner, who stated he bought 
the watch trom a man at the CJarrick's 
Head, and gave it to Sexton to pawn. 
iMr. (lib-son identified the watch produced 
in the police court; but was now absent 
and as iiotliing was known aliotit him, his 
deposition could not bo used. 

.lames .Sexton staled he kuew the pris- 
oner on the steamer North Pacific; met 
him on .lolinson street. One evening 
prisoner gave him a wateh lo pawn; there 
was no chain (Ui it; but he could not 
identify tho silver watch produced. .-\ 
number ot them wanled to go on a spree. 

His lordship said that aa the case stood 
there was no evidence to convict the pris- 
oner, or to show that the watch did not 
belong to himself. 

He then charged the jury to tlii.s (^tl'ect, 
who iinuiedialely returned a verdict of ae- 
i|iiittal. 

The court then adjourned till 10 :!0 Id- 
morrow morning, when the ciises of 
Pes:ino mid .1 im for assaulting Constable

.Sir Charles TiiiJ|>cu' moved the second 
rt^adiiig of the bill respecting the arrange- 
ment with British Colnuibta. This motion 
was carried without discussion. 

The House went into committee on tho 
bill. 

.Sir Charles Tupper moved an inneiid- 
nieiit declaring tli.at until the settlement 
of the ijiiestion of the boundary between 
the North- West and British Coluinbiu, 
the courts nf British Columbia should 
have jurisdiction over all the territory 
shown in the? map issui^d liy the hon. 
.losi^ph Trill ch. lie explained that the 
((Ueution was with reference lo the east- 
ern binnidary, :md as there had lieon im- 
portant iliscovei'ieH of minerals in that re- 
gion, and as there was a [irubability of a 
great infiiix of proapectora and other.s, 
it was deemed advisable to make this con- 
ventioniil boundary. 

Mr. Bhikn pointed out tho inipiu-laii.;e 
of the step and asked for more definite 
information. 

i Sir Charles Tupper said tho map show- 
ed a line fnmi the 49tli parallel northward 
along the height of land to intersect a 
meridian laid down by tho Imperial Act. 
.After th;it there was no (piosliou as to 
till! bmuidary. li'iirther information 
wouhl be furnished before the third read- 
ing. 

iVIr. Blake said he understood it was 

not clear what tho height of the land was 
or what the Rocky mountains wore. The 
mountains were not a continuous chain, 
but a series of detached links. 

Sir Charles Tupper — Its a zigzag line. 

Mr. Blake said it might be so, but if 
the question originally was as to this line, 
ho could hardly understand how IMr. 
Trutcli could have found that line for his 
ma[). If solium of this territory was really 
outside of British Cidiiinbia, lie thought 
it rather a strong propositsoii to hty down 
that this house could give tho courts of 
th;it province jurisdiction in disputed 
territory. He would not, however, offer 
op|)osition, but would await the informa- 
tion promised. The ainendmont was car- 
ried and the bill reported, Mr. Homer 
giving notice of hi.s intention .to move tho 
amendment on the third reading. 

MiROH 20. 

Sir Charles Tupper moved tho third 
rijadiiig of tho bill respecting the Vancou- 
ver Island railway, the Esquinialt graving 
dock and certani railway lands of the pro- 
vince of British Columbia granted to the 
Dominion. 

Mr. Gordon entured his protest against 



the measure on the ground that it gave to 
the railway company a monopoly of the 
Vancouver coal areas and would tend to 
prevent the development of the mines. 
Ho would move in amondihent," Whereas 
the act respecting the arrangement with 
British Columbia provided important 
changes in tho terms of the Union, be it 
therefore resolved that the Iniodification 
contained in the said bill be submitted to 
the direct vote of the people of that prov- 
ince before receiving the sanction of this 
parliament. 

The amondmuiit was lost. 
""Mr. Mitchell said it was stated that tho 
contractor.s for tho proposed Island rail- 
way wore the owners of the leading steam- 
ship line in the P.'icific as well as of the 
Union Pacific railway. If this wan true 
he thought it would bo well to consider 
whether the possession of tho Island lino 
by a foreign corporation with such con- 
nuclions might not prejudice tho Pacific 
trade of the Canadian Pacific railway. 

Mr. Shakespeare said the Pacific trade 
of the Canadian Pacilic railway could not 
be injured by the alleged connection that 
tho proprietors of the Island railway have 
with the Pacific Steamship Company. It 
was well known that next year tho ( icean 
Steamship Company intended to place a 
line of ateamships oil tho route bctivoon 
Victoria, .Sun 1' raiicisco and t'hiiia. .-Vn- 
other lino was also to bo cstablisheii by 
Duiismuir & Co., and it was not at all un. 
likely that a further lino would be estab- 
lished. It was therefore clear that there 
would be no stcimsliip monopoly and 
iluue would be no injury done to the 
Canadian Pacific railway. 

Mr. Homer reiterated his disapproval 
of tho measure, aud stated that §20,000,- 
000 worth of coal was under it being hand- 
ed over to a single company. 

Mr. Baker (Victoria) said that the 
Union Pacific Railway Company had no 
interest at all in the Vancouvor Island 
railway. It was true, however, that the 
P:ieitic transportiitiun trade was largely in 
hiiiids of .-\mericans, and if it had not 
been for American capital the commercial 
interests of British Columbia would have 
been in a much norse condition than they 
are now. 

ro I l..\rl! el'.ollllMTKO. 

Sir .lohii iMacdoiiald in moving the sec- 
ond reading of u bill to amend the Indian 
Act of 1,880 explained its provisions. 
Among iht'se is tho i;rohibition of "pot- 
ku li," a terrible orgie practised by British 
Ccduiubia Indians. 

iMr. .Mills asked if there wero'prov i s- 
ioiis lo enable I he uneiitrancbisod Indian 
to dispose of the fruit of his industry. At 
preient a purcha.sor buying from sue h an 
Indian took some ri.sk, and cons('i|uently 
paid a lower price. 

.Sir.lohii Mai'doiiald .^aid there was sof- 
ticieiit |iiovisiiui iu the present law,wii(!ro 
eiicli local LniliAii agent was authorized to 
regukite the conduct of Indians under his 
charge. 1 n this respect it would not do 
to allow the Indian to dispose of all his 
goiuls, b(>canso often ho would sell out to 
the liisi whisky trailer aiul leave his fiini- 
ily to starve. 

The bill was road a second time.

UNITED STATES. 

Wasuinqton, April 8. — A resolution 
was introduced by Morgan, who made a 
speech upon it iiioxeoutivo session of the- 
sonato thi.s afternoon, authorizing the pre- 
aidont to recognize the African interna 
tional aasociation as a controlling power 
in tho valley of the Congo. Copies of tho 
treaty lately made between Great Britain 
and Portugal, which in its effect haa for 
its purpose tho practical exclusion of all 
other countries in alfaira in that region wore 
before the aenate and formed ono of the 
subjects. Morgan remarked that no ob- 
jections to the proposed rocos/nition waa 
expreaaed; but several aenatora wished lor 
an opportunity to look into tho matter 
mure at leisure and final action was post- 
poned to tt subaeqnnnt executive session.

After She Had Fired Two Shots 
at Her Husband.

About 7 o'clock yesterday morning, 
IMrs. Sarah Walker, living on F street be- 
tween Eighth and Ninth, committed suicide 
by shooting heraelf through tho head with 
a rovolver, after firing two ahots at lior 
hnaband. She leaves a hijaband and two 
amali children, Ihe oldest boing 5 years 
old. A coroner's jury rendered a verdict of 
suicide while in a fit of insanity. Mra. 
N\'alkor was a woman of violent temper 
and powerful muscular development, and 
sho ruled hor husband, figuratively speak- 
ing, with a rod of iron. The gossips of 
the neighborhood relate that it waa no 
uncoraraor. thing for Mra. Walkor to toss 
her huaband down stairs in tho morning 
aa a matter of exercise, kt tho inqueat 
John Walker, husband of the deceased, 
sworn, teatified — Whilo eating supper laat 
evening my wife drosaed and went away 
without speaking to nfie. She came back 
homo about 8.30 o'clock and brought with 
her two little h.Ata for tho children. She 
spoko to ino pleasantly, and said ; "Papa, 
what do think of the hats!" I told hor 
they woi-enioe. At about 10 o'clock she 
again left the house after some words with 
mo, returning in about an hour. Sho 
was cross after coniing home, and aaked 
mo why I did not lock hor out. About 
half-paat six o'clock this morning she went 
into a back room, procured a pistol and 
fired it twice at mo through tho door. 
Half an hour afterwards alio shot horsolf. 
In tho meantime she waa talking to me 
through the door, and before the shot she 
fired that killed heraolf, alio promiaod mo 
to put tho pistol away. My son-in-law, 
Washington Love, came into the houae 
with milk, and I asked him to help mo 
take tho pistol from hor. He and I wont 
to the front gate when wo hoard the fatal 
ahot and hoard her fall on the floor. Previous 
to her going into the hack room for the 
pintol, while I was yet in bod, slio atruck 
nie with ono of her boota across tho fa;o. 
The pistol was given to her by her brotlior. 
l-lylveator Simons. The jury returned a 
verdict of suicide.

The sum 
expended in the survey made by w it- 
ness liLstyear will he practically thrown 
away, as the results [obtained were ne- 
cessarily general, aiul wil'i he of no great 
value to a new man eoiug in to such a 
contorted countrv.
